DUST STORMS AND ECONOMICS 


‘Dust storms are not uncontrollable mysteries of nature, as 
pretitnded by the capitalist press. They are caused by the drying 
of land taken out of cultivation. The wind picks up the loose dirt 
and. carries it for hundreds of miles. 

Dust storms were common in America before the nation’s 
agriculture was developed. They are well known in all undevelop- 
ed regions especially where vegetation is sparse. 

The only cure for them is cultivation of the soil or systematic 
ag A of grass or forests. 

. Dust storms on a small scale began in the mid-West shortly 
after the stock market crash in 1929. This was because farmers 
‘had ‘already begun abandoning farms or cutting down acreige 
because there was no market for their produce. The dust storms 
occurred annually from then on, growing worse each year and 
always occurring around the month of May.
